PRIVATE BILLS 








Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or

5. There shall be five Trustees, one of 
whom shall be elected from each zone, 
and the term of office of each Trustee 
shall be three years, except in the first 
elections of Trustees the terms of office 
shall be as set out in clause 8 herein. 

6. The persons qualified to vote at the 
first elections of Trustees shall be Cana- 
dian citizens who are twenty-one years of 
age or older and are entitled to be regis- 
tered as voters under the Provincial Elec- 
tions Act and are owners of land situate 
in the zone in which they vote, or the 
authorized agent of any board or corpora- 
tion that is an owner of such land, or the 
legal representative of any owner of such 
land who has died, become insolvent or 
insane, and the persons qualified to be 
candidates at the first election of Trustees 
in each zone shall be the persons qualified 
to vote as aforesaid. 

7. Mr. Herbert J. Auld, 100 Mile 
House, B.C., shall be Returning Officer 
for the first elections of Trustees. He shall 
call a general meeting in each zone of 
the persons who are qualified as aforesaid 
to vote and shall, at least fifteen days 
before the date of the said meeting, post 
at six conspicuous places within each 
zone and publish in a newspaper circulat- 
ing in the said zone a notice signed by 
him giving the date, time, and place of 
holding the said meeting. The Return- 
ing Officer shall be chairman of the said 
meeting, and, subject to the provisions 
of clause 6, he shall have power to de- 
termine whether or not any person who 
desires to vote is qualified to do so. He 
shall have power to determine the pro- 
cedure to be followed at the said meeting 
and the method of taking votes. Each 
qualified voter shall be entitled to cast 
one vote for one candidate. The Return- 
ing Officer shall declare the results of the 
elections and shall notify the Comptroller 
of Water Rights of the said results. 

8. The candidates in Zones 1 and 3 
receiving the largest number of votes at 
the general meetings called pursuant to 
clause 7 hereof shall hold office until the 
annual general meetings of 1964, the 
candidates receiving the largest number 
of votes in Zones 2 and 4 at the said gen- 
eral meetings shall hold office until the 
annual general meetings of 1963, and the 
candidate receiving the largest number of 
votes in Zone 5 at the said general meet- 
ing shall hold office until the annual gen- 
eral meeting of 1962. 

9. All subsequent elections of Trustees 
shall be held at the annual general meet- 
ings of the improvement district, and it 
shall be the duty of the Trustees to call a 
general meeting in each zone to be held 
between January Ist and May Ist in each 
year, except 1961, for the following pur- 
poses: 

(a) To receive from the Trustees a re- 
port on the undertakings of the im- 
provement district for the preceding 
fiscal year and a statement of the 
financial condition of the improve- 
a district prepared by the audi- 
or: 

(b) To discuss with the Trustees any 
matter relating to the undertakings 
ee pence of the improvement dis- 
nich: 

(c) To elect a Trustee to succeed the 
one whose term of office expires 
coincidental with the holding of 
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such annual general meeting or to 
elect a Trustee to fill a vacancy that 
has occurred or is about to occur. 

A special general meeting may be 
called by the Trustees in any zone at any 
time for the purpose of electing a Trustee 
to fill any vacancy among the Trustees, 
or for the purpose of discussing with the 
Owners any matter or matters which in 
the opinion of the Trustees should be 
brought up at a general meeting. 

At least fifteen days’ notice of every 
general meeting in any zone shall be given 
by the Trustees by a notice posted in six 
conspicuous places in the zone and pub- 
lished in a newspaper circulating in the 
said zone. 

The secretary of each zone shall enter 
in a book provided by the Trustees for 
this purpose minutes of all matters 
brought before the meeting and the action 
taken thereon. At any general meeting 
in a zone every person shall be qualified 
to vote who is a Canadian citizen and is 
twenty-one years of age or older and is 
the owner of land situate in the said zone, 
or the authorized agent of any board or 
corporation that is an owner of such land 
or legal representative of any owner of 
such land who has died, become insolvent 
or insane, and is qualified to be registered 
as a voter under the Provincial Elections 
Act. Every person qualified as aforesaid 
to vote shall be qualified to be a candi- 
date for Trustee of the improvement dis- 
trict. In the event of the right of any 
person to vote at any general meeting 
being challenged, the chairman shall have 
authority to determine whether or not 
such person is entitled to vote, and the 
chairman may require such person to 
make and file with him a statutory decla- 
ration showing that the declarant is quali- 
fied as aforesaid to vote at such general 
meeting. Forthwith after the holding of 
a general meeting the Trustees shall file 
with the Comptroller of Water Rights a 
true copy of the minutes of such meeting 
and copies of all auditor’s reports and 
financial statements presented or dis- 
cussed at the meeting. 

10. With respect to the first tax by-law 
for capital expenditure, subsequent tax 
by-laws which would create an annual 
levy of three mills or more over a period 
of years and tax by-laws which would 
create an annual levy of one-half mill or 
more for one year only, the Trustees 
shall, by plebiscite as directed by the 
Comptroller of Water Rights, ascertain 
the views of the persons entitled to vote 
as set out in clause 9 hereof. The Trus- 
tees shall not pass a tax by-law in respect 
of the question submitted to the voters 
unless those persons in favour thereof 
polled at least two-thirds of the total 
number of votes polled. 

11. The Trustees of the improvement 
district shall 

(a) appoint annually as auditor of the 

improvement district a member of 
the Institute of Chartered Account- 
ants of British Columbia or of the 
Certified General Accountants’ As- 
sociation of British Columbia and 
fix his remuneration, which shall 
be paid from the funds of the im- 
provement district; 

(b) fix the remuneration to be paid to 
the Trustees from the funds of the 
improvement district, such remu- 
neration to be based on the actual 
expenses incurred by each Trustee 
in attending meetings and generally 
performing his duties as Trustee; 
cause to be kept books containing 
particular and accurate records of 
all receipts and expenditures of the

funds of the improvement district. 

12. Sections 58 (1) to (4), inclusive, 59 
(2) to (7), inclusive, 60, 61, 62, 63, and 
64 (2) of the Water Act do not apply to 
the 100 Mile House Hospital Improve- 
ment District No. 28. 

13. All words and phrases given special 
meaning in section 2 of the Water Act 
shall, where used herein, be ascribed the 
meaning given them in the said section 
unless the context otherwise requires.

NOTICE OF GENERAL CLOSURE 





Under Section 120, Subsection (1), 
Forest Act 


IN VIEW of the hazardous conditions 
of the forest, and pursuant to the provi- 
sions of section 120 of the Forest Act, 
the area hereinbelow described is hereby 
declared to be a closed district as from 
midnight (Pacific Daylight Saving time), 
Wednesday, August 10th, 1960, until such 
time as a subsequent order has declared 
the danger abated and the closed district 
abolished. 


Description of Closed Area 


All that portion of the Prince Rupert 
Forest District described as follows: The 
entire watersheds of the Bella Coola and 
Necleetsconnay Rivers, Range 3, Coast 
Land District. 

During the continuance of this closure, 
it is hereby ordered that 

(a) no person shall enter or be in the 
closed district for the purpose of 
travelling, camping, fishing, hunt- 
ing, recreation, berry-picking, or 
any other like purpose; 
no person shall enter or be in the 
closed district for the purpose of 
prospecting for minerals, surveying, 
timber-cruising, or any other like 
purpose; 
no person shall conduct any log- 
ging, harvesting of minor forest 
products, including the harvesting 
of cones from forest trees, land- 
clearing, mining, quarrying, main- 
tenance of equipment, road-build- 
ing, right-of-way clearing, construc- 
tion project of any kind, or any 
other like operation within one- 
half mile of any forest or wood- 
land within the closed district; 


no person shall operate any saw- 
mill or open burner, or burn or per- 
mit to burn any wood, sawdust, or 
debris, within the closed district, 
and all such sawmilling and other 
industrial operations operating open 
burners or otherwise burning or 
permitting to burn any sawdust or

forest or woodland, logging slash, 
or forest debris shall maintain 
watchmen therefor twenty-four 
hours daily during the period of 
this order; 

no person shall operate any vehicle 
on any road that is not a public 
highway within the closed district, 
except over that person’s own 
private road and for access to, or 
egress from, his property from a 
public highway road; 

no person shall convene or persons 
congregate out-of-doors for any 
picnic, meeting, entertainment, or 
any other like purpose within the 
closed district and within one-half 
mile of any forest or woodland 
without first obtaining a written permit 
from an officer of the Forest Service. 

All existing camp-fire and burning per- 
mits are suspended forthwith, and no new 
permits will be issued during the continu- 
ance of this closure. 

This order shall not be deemed to pro- 
hibit fishing from boats where access to 
boats is by public highway or aircraft 
direct to any fishing lodge, resort, or 
boat-house, providing the boat does not 
land or is not beached at any point other 
than its point of departure. 

This order does not extend to any 
camping place or picnic ground desig- 
nated by the Forest Service for public 
use during the period of a closure.
